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THE retirement of the venerable Peter Notman from the 
presidency of the Niagara Fire Insurance Company removes 
from the field of underwriting activity one of the brightest lights 
in the business. Mr. Notman has spent the greater part of his life 
in fire underwriting, filling all the positions in an insurance com- 
pany from aclerkship to the presidency of one of the best known 
companies in the country, and throughout his entire career has 
enjoyed the utmost confidence and respect of his associates and 
of all with whom he came in contact. A very large number of 
attached friends will watch with anxiousness for his entire 
restoration to health, which it is hoped the relief from business 
cares will give him. 





THE VINDICATOR comes to the fore with a pretty story about 
a new fire insurance company which it claims has been organ- 
ized at New Orleans (title, the Fire Insurance League of North 
America), and which is to have a paid-up capital of $10,000,000 
A part of this sum it states is to be used in the erection of cot- 
ton warehouses upon a patented plan, and the intention of the 
company is to obtain control of the cotton insurance of the 
entire country. The Vindicator further states that the company 
will begin business on May 1, under the management of a 
prominent Atlanta underwriter, and will enter all the Southern 
and Eastern States within sixty days. Our confidence in the 
consummation of this project will be mightily increased when 
we have reliable information that the capital has been paid in. 





THE twenty-fifth annual edition of the Life Insurance Policy- 
holders Pocket Index has just been issued by The Spectator 
Company. This work gives the statistics of all regular and 
industrial life insurance companies operating in the United 
States for the five years ending January 1, 1893, and shows in 
addition the ordinary and industrial business of companies 
transacting both classes of insurance. A new feature this year 
is a list of companies now in active operation, giving also the 
date of organization, the location and the names of the president 
and secretary. To this is added a list of new companies re- 
ported as organized. The reputation of the Pocket Index for 
accuracy is maintained, and the figures will be found to cor- 
respond closely with the reports of the Insurance Departments 
which will be issued in the next three or four months. The 
Index may be obtained bound in manilla for twenty-five cents 
a copy or fifty cents in leather covers. 





Tue letters printed in The Chronicle last week, signed by 
Allan Forman, editor of The Journalist, and addressed to John 
A. McCall, president of the New York Life, afford very inter- 
esting reading. The longest of these letters was written a year 
ago, and is a whining, begging attempt to induce Mr. McCall 
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to pay a bill that had been refused by other officers of the com- 
pany. The letter was endorsed: “Don’t pay this man one 
cent, J. A. McC.,” and Mr. Forman got no other satisfaction. 
Notwithstanding the fulsome tone in which he wrote to Mr. 
McCall, he has now taken to abusing him in The Journalist. 
It is gratifying to see that Mr. McCall has the good sense to 
refuse such demands upon him, and Mr. Forman is not the 
only one of his ilk that has been “turned down ” under the new 
administration of the New York Life. We wish other managers 
of companies would use discrimination between legitimate 
journals and those that are run on lines that are regarded as 
dishonorable by every honest man. It is unquestionably true 
that in times past the New York Life and other prominent life 
companies have been plundered to a considerable extent by 
blackmailers, not all of whom were journalists by any means, 
but the days for such forced contributions have passed in the 
New York Life. 





THE insurance code adopted at the last session of the legis- 
lature specially exempts from conformity with the insurance 
laws “ any individual or partnership or association of under- 
writers known as Lloyds, or as individual underwriters, which 
at the time of the passage of this chapter is lawfully engaged in 
the business of insurance within this State and not required by 
law to report to the Superintendent of Insurance.” If the 
opinions of Judges Cooley and Montgomery of Michigan, which 
we printed last week, are good law, then none of these associa- 
tions were “ lawfully’ doing business at the time of the passage 
of the act. The eminent jurists referred to give it as their 
opinion that men associated together for business purposes, 
transacting that business through an attorney, as do the Lloyds, 
are an “association” within the meaning of the law relating to 
insurance corporations and associations. It would therefore 
seem possible for the Insurance Department to compel the ex- 
isting Lloyds to obtain a license, report their business, pay 
taxes and in other respects conform to the laws relating to com- 
panies and associations. We have very high authority for say- 
ing that that simple word “lawfully” can be made to play an 
important part in compelling the Lloyds to subject themselves 
to the insurance laws of the State. 





THE paternity of the Roche bill recently passed at Albany, 
destroying the standard of valuations in life insurance in this 
State, is generally attributed to the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of New York. What special object the company could 
have had in securing the passage of such a law is a mystery, 
unless it is a part of a regular plan to destroy all confidence in 
the Insurance Department of the State. As has been well 
known, the Mutual Life has never been in Jove with State super- 
vision and would no doubt be glad to see it discredited and 
ultimately destroyed. The company can gain no benefit under 
the new law that is not shared equally by all other companies 
should they choose to take advantage of it, and there is certainly 
no reason why the Mutual should desire any favoritism in this 
respect. There is not a company in the city nor an actuary, in- 
cluding those of the Mutual Life, so far as we can learn, who 
does not regard the new law as disastrous and calculated to 
breed much annoyance and confusion. Superintendent Pierce 
is understood to have been opposed to the passage of the bill 
nevertheless under the skillful management of Mr. Roche it 
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was rushed through both houses and signed by the Governor 
with equal alacrity. As it leaves New York State without a 
standard of valuation, the $150,000 or more the department has 
expended in procuring valuation tables is virtually wasted. As 
the laws of other States provide that valuations made by any 
State Department in accordance with standard valuationsemay 
be accepted by the insurance officers in those States, in lieu of 
personal examinations of companies, it is a question whether in 
the future the certificate of the Superintendent of Insurance of 
New York State will be accepted by any other State because of 
this lack of a standard of valuation. The whole tendency of 
this legislation will be to magnify the importance of the Massa- 
chusetts Department, where standard valuations are rigidly and 
intelligently applied, and to belittle the New York Department 
correspondingly. As nearly all the companies report to the 
Massachusetts Department, they will still have to employ the 
regular standard of valuations and the reports of that depart- 
ment will become authority on all life insurance matters. Unless 
Superintendent Pierce is willing to see his department relegated 
to a position of absolute inferiority and untrustworthiness he 
should bestir himself and secure a repeal of this law before the 
present session of the legislature adjourns. 








FIRE AND MARINE UNDERWRITING PROFIT 
IN 17802. 
HE average business man is always anxious to know the 
result of his year’s work, to combine the various ele- 
ments which go to show the prosperity, or lack of it, which has 
attended his labors. This is especially true with fire and 
marine underwriters, who depend very largely on past experi- 
ence as a guide to future transactions. The operation becomes 
more than usually interesting at the close of a year like 1892— 
a year which was fraught with difficulty and discouragement, 
but which nevertheless shows progress made in some direc- 
tions. 

Knowing the interest which attaches to an exhibit of this 
kind, we have compiled from The New York State Insurance 
Report a statement which indicates very closely the net result 
of the operations of 1892 to 154 of the companies transacting 
fire and marine insurance, the list including the most promi- 
nent and stable companies operating in this country,

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It is to be deplored that the outcome as presented is not a 
more favorable one, but there is consolation in the thought that 
the reforms inaugurated during the past year prevented the 
making of a net loss and render the chances for the future 
somewhat brighter. 

By combining the elements of underwriting income for the 
year and deducting from this sum the disbursements for losses 
and expenses, and also the increase in liabilities during the 
year, we find that the net profit of the 154 companies amounted 
to the magnificent total of $646,g10—an average of $4200 for 
each company. When it is considered that these companies are 
possessed of $248,254,350 of assets in this country exposed to 
the risks of the business, upon which the ratio of net profit is 
but foo of one per cent, and that the actual liability to stock- 
holders (capital) is $59,485,085 (inclusive of $200,000 deposit 
capital required ot each foreign company) an average of $386,- 
267, upon which the ratio of net profit is only 1.08 per cent, it 
is very clear there is something wrong with the business—that 
the “adequate rate” has been successful in eluding the under- 
writers’ grasp. 

Could the manufacturers and the merchants of the country, 
who clamor so industriously for rate reductions, know the real 
facts concerning the insurance business, they might be able to 
see that if the companies—the distributors of money collected 
from the many for the losses of the few—fail to collect suffi- 
cient to pay losses and expenses, their longevity is not assured. 
And what would these same gentlemen do without insurance? 
Could they be induced to consider the facts impartially, obtain- 
ing them from accurate sources instead of depending on the 
mere statements of the daily press (which as a rule is enveloped 
in the densest ignorance of the subject), the clamor would more 
likely be for higher than for lower rates. For who are more 
interested in the stability of the insurance companies than the 
insured? But the policyholder is too often governed by such 
intemperate philippics as that in a Southern daily from which 
we extract the following : 

The business is profitable, no matter what the companies, their agents and 
attorneys may say to the contrary. 

Such wild disregard of facts should not be accepted as evi- 
dence by any sane man. It does not need an expert mathemati- 
cian to comprehend that if a corporation begins business with, 
say $100,000 capital, and year after year pays out $10,000 more 
than it receives, that bankruptcy is its certain termination. 
Capital naturally flows in the direction which offers the best 
security with a fair rate of return. If the future of fire and 
marine insurance were to be judged by 1892's record, it would 
show wisdom to withdraw the capital invested in the business 
and invest it in Government bonds or deposit it in banks and 
trust companies, thereby securing better return and almost 
absolute safety. But ‘hope springs eternal in the human 
breast.” While 1893 has made a bad start, there are torces in 
operation which tend to place the business on a better plane and 
raise it from the slough of despond into which it has gradually 
sunk. The lessons of the past two years may have a lasting and 
beneficial effect on the business. 








THE Atlas Mutual of Boston is making a raid on the great West for patron- 
age, and as it declined Western risks when it started, this is an indication of 
a hustling for business that is, to say the least, suggestive. The Atlas has 
had a hard winter experience and needs a good summer to recover its 
health. 
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Tue Exchange is engaged in canceling its later outstanding policies as 
rapidly as convenient in order to reduce its pro rata reinsurance reserve. The 
rule of the examiners to charge eleven-twelfths of the annual premium on the 
unearned premium on a policy only a month old has been a severe test for the 
finances of the Exchange, far in excess of the legal reserve of fifty per cent 
all around. The company is believed to be entirely solvent in respect to 
policyholders, but impaired as toits stockholders. The Exchange cancella- 
tions has thrown a large amount of new business upon the market. Some of 
it is easily covered elsewhere, but as a majority represents surplus business it 
is difficult to handle it. 

* * * * 

THE continual reduction in the lines carried by English companies, com- 
bined with the reductions one year ago by a majority of the domestic offices, 
is swelling the demand for outside insurance to an extent that is quite bewil- 
dering when viewed as an aggregate. The tendency to limit the total 
amount at risk on a block is troubling merchants who congregate on certain 
blocks with large stocks for convenience sake. The blocks bordering on 
Broome and Greenestreets, which include the Oelberman, Schefer, Schramm 
and Vogel and the Fleitman risks, are worse crowded for insurance purposes 
than any of the Worth street blocks. The same is true of some of the Broad- 
way and Houston and Bleecker street blocks, where the demand is even 
beyond the ability of the outside companies to supply. 

oa * * * 

THE Local Tariff Association has practically rescinded its January ultimatum 
of twenty-five per cent advance in Brooklyn on account of the unsatisfactory 
condition of the fire department, and already the Brooklyn papers are writing 
of the ‘‘ backdown” of the companies. The companies are in a snarl of two 
opinions about the proper thing to do with reference to the premiums paid on 
the twenty-five per cent advance basis. The brokers who haven't yet paid 
their premiums on Brooklyn are all right. They will quietly ceduct the ad- 
ditional amount and thus take the law into their own hands. The question 
of allowing companies to make a return of paid premiums is not yet decided, 
but the indications are that it will be troublesome. 

* * * * 

Tue tariff rates on some of the uptown dry goods stocks are in a somewhat 
uncertain condition. A few weeks ago a number of advances were promul- 
gated which were a supprise, but it leaked out that there were others held 
back which would have been even more surprising. The question is now 
presented, why not apply a schedule rate to the buildings and add for the 
character of the stocks as in ordinary cases? What are commonly called retail 
dry goods risks have changed materially within ten years by the addition of 
housefurnishing goods of various kinds, books and stationery, horse goods, 
and other than strictly dry goods stocks. The propriety of a discrimination 
between them is too manifest for argument. This offers an opportunity for 
the rate committee to get in its fine work. 

* * * * 

Wuat a sigh of relief will come from a number of our city underwriters 
when the legislature adjourns, Just now they are stifling their convictions 
under a fear that some new burdens will be imposed if they persevere 
in their duty to themselves. Notwithstanding that the joint executive and 
rate committee of the Tariff Association reported unanimously against any 
change in the eighty per cent coinsurance clause, the association last week 
recommitted the subject to the joint committee because of a suggestion that it 
would disarm hostile legislation if some alternative scheme were presented, 

* * * * 

AT last the companies have dared to tackle rates on churches in this city 
and Brooklyn, but in such a feeble way as to cause a smile. The new mini- 
num is twenty-five cents per annum on buildings and fifty on contents, and 
two and a half annual premiums to be charged for three year policies and 
four premiums for five years, all with the eighty per cent coinsurance clause, 
This is a large advance over forty cents for three years on buildings and con- 
tents without any limit of coinsurance. But the churches are to be rated by 
the tariff manager on this basis as a minimum, and the second and third rate 
buildings will pay double the rates named. 

* * * * 

THE spectacle of the chief and assistant American managers of the Lanca- 
shire, explaining the causes of the unprofitableness of the Armstrong business 
to the directors of the Lancashire, must have been highly entertaining. The 
opinions of these managers were well known in this city prior to their de- 
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parture for the other side, and as this business seems to have stirred up a 
hornet’s nest in the annual meeting of the company last month, their opinions 
were doubtless given to the directors. When the Armstrong reinsurance was 
accepted on the Armstrong terms by the Lancashire, there was an exchange 
of smiles among the English company managers in this city. Perhaps they 
will now be able to laugh out loud. 

* * a 2 

THE report from Boston that the adjustment of the loss on the Ames build- 
ing shows only fifty-eight per cent loss to the insurance is quite gratifying to 
the interested companies. The companies with large lines escape very for- 
tunately, and after all brick and mortar and division walls do count for 
something in case of loss. 

* * * * 

By the bye it is quite a card for President Moore’s Universal Mercantile 
Schedule that it is to be applied to the Beston conflagration district. We 
shall now have some practical illustrations of the differences between the old 
and new systems of rating, and if the Boston fire record does not disappoint 
everybody, rates in that city will be boomed in a manner that is defensible 
and consistent. But the way those cumulative changes will strike Bostonians 
will be worth watching. 

e * * * 

IT is reported that a former broker has taken charge of the fire insurance of 
a manufacturing trust controlling several factories in New York, Brooklyn 
and Philadelphia on a salary, and that he agrees to return all the commissions 
to his employers. Whata row there would be if the tariff should abolish 
rebates to the insured. 

* * * * 

THE movement for rating buildings is a wise step. It gives the companies 
the advantages derived from low commissions, eighty per cent coinsurance 
and generally advanced rates. No more shall we hear of buildings being 
written at seventy-five cents for three years while stocks therein are charged 
one and a half per annum. Yet this folly has been committed within a week 
of the day the above action took place. 








CORRESPONDENCE. 
OHIO. 


[From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT.] 

The Sandusky Insurance Company has given up the ghost and gone into 
the hands of a receiver. Numerous losses and persecution of its officers by 
the Insurance Commissioner are alleged to be the cause of its distress. Efforts 
were on foot and arrangements nearly consummated for the reorganization of 
the company when some newspaper article regarding the embarrassment of 
the concern precipitated a rush of creditors, and the company was placed in 
the hands of a receiver. Their liabilities are about $50,000, and nominal 
assets something over $100,000. 

The Home Insurance Company has been sold to Chas. H. Towson of Lan- 
caster, O., formerly of the Buckeye Mutual Fire Association fame, who no 
deubt will put the concern in a flourishing condition, as their losses are some- 
thing over $100,000. 

S. A. Court, formerly its secretary, also secretary of the Central Ohio and 
Western, is reorganizing a company in South Carolina, and is soliciting stock 
subscriptions in this city. Lincoln Smith, who succeeded Mr. Court, is sec- 
retary of the Western and Central Ohio, and W. T. Meyers succeeds L. L, 
Smith as president of these two companies. We learn that Childs, formerly 
secretary of the Seneca County Mutual, is organizing a new company, but are 
unable to learn the name of same. 

The Ohio Farmers Insurance Company was unable to get any one to take 
the tempting bait of $200,000,000 offered at risk on farm property, as their 
statement to the Insurance Commissioner showed that they dropped about 
$400,000 last year, and they are unable to find any one who wants to assume 
this load and try their hand at making money out of mud. The company had 
commenced issuing policies under the old mutual plan, but this will be only a 
temporary affair, as they cannot do business and exist under that plan as com- 
petition is too great. 

The loss on the Wheeler Opera House block makes a very good starter for 
the year, and wipes out the premiums on Toledo business so far. No efforts 
have been made to advance rates, which seems necessary if the fires still con- 
tinue to keep up. The Opera House fire again revives the question of a fire 
tug. Had there been one in commission at the time of the fire there would 
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have been but a small loss on the Opera House. The water pressure in the 

stand-pipe cannot be put up to ils proper standard quick enough to give it the 

proper force. Toledo has one of the best fire departments in the country, but 

the water supply cannot be depended upon to act as promptly as it should in 

many cases. The fire tug is an absolute necessity. REx.

Waples & Gilchrist have been appointed State agents of the American Em- 
ployers Liability Insurance Company for Montana, with offices in the Ownsley 
block. 

R. T. Pettingall, for some time special agent for the Equitable Life in 
Utah with the late lamented M. Rush Warner, manager, has succeeded the 
latter gentleman in the management of this field. There were many appli- 
cants for this position, and his success in securing the position is a great com- 
pliment to his past record for the same company. 

The defective and unreliable water supply of Butte City, Mont., which often 
leaves that city without the means of fighting a fire for hours at a time, is 
being very seriously discussed by the fire talent there and elsewhere. From 
all reports, something should be done to improve it, and that soon, or some of 
the companies may withdraw from that city until a more reliable protection 
can be afforded. 

The Western life fraternity has sustained a great loss in one of its ablest 
members in the death of M. Rush Warner, manager of the Equitable Life for 
this district. Mr. Warner was a life-long insurance man, having for many 
years been president of the Penn Fire of Philadelphia. Later he gave his 
entire attention to life insurance, having for many years represented the New 
York Life until about four years ago, when he became manager of the Equit- 
able, continuing in this capacity up to the time of his death, though for 
almost a year he had been too feeble for active work. His life was one of 
usefulness, and he will be very greatly missed by his many friends in his own 
and other lines of business. 

Our quiet city has been somewhat agitated over the removal of all electric 
wires to the middle of the street before the large amount of paving is done 
that is now contracted for. As Capt. Donnell and Major Stanton, chief of 
the fire department, have now taken a hand in it, there is great hope of its 
being done. Our streets being 132 feet wide, there should be no question 
about it, as where they now are with their network so close to the sidewalk, 
they are a menace to both life and property, and besides will be much more 
sightly in the middle of the streets and all companies using the same poles.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


(FRomM OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The only new measure of insurance interest presented to the legislature 
during the past week was ina bill by Mr. Nesbit, chairman of the House 
nsurance committee. The bill was prepared by General Robert B. Beath 
of Philadelphia, and is intended to make it possible for a complete record of 
fires and casualties at fires to be made. The bill proposes, in localities where 
there may be no fire marshal, to clothe the county coroners with requisite 
power and authority to investigate at once the causes of all fires, whether 
there may be a loss of life or not, and report to the Insurance Department, 
on blanks to be supplied by the Insurance Commissioner. It is not, how- 
ever, contemplated to investigate any fires unless a loss of at least $100 may 
be sustained. For the purpose of making such investigation and examina- 
tion, the several coroners of the various counties of the State shall possess full 
power and authority to enter upon or in any premises where there has been a 
fire, and the investigations shall include full information as to the causes of 
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the fires and any loss of life that may occur. The object of the bill is to 
make it possible to compile a complete record of all: fires, with the accompa- 
nying loss of life, if any, and this report is to be kept on file for reference, 
The bill was sent to the insurance committee. 

The Miller fraternal association bill, exempting these associations from the 
supervision of the Insurance Department and from the operation of all in- 
surance laws of the State, but requiring an annual report from them, has 
passed both houses of the legislature and is now on the desk of the Governor 
for final review. 

The Burdick bill has passed the lower House of the legislature and is now 
on the calendar of bills on first reading in the upper chamber. It has been 
referred to several times in THE SPECTATOR. 

Senate bill No. 169, relating to impaired mutual insurance companies, was 
amended on third reading in the Senate on Thursday last, and by these 
amendments the original purpose of the bill has been destroyed. It was at 
first prepared by the Insurance Department of this State, and was intended 
to bring mutual insurance companies directly under the supervision of the 
Insurance Department, but as amended the courts of the State can make it 
possible for this class of companies to live on under a receiver, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Insurance Commissioner’s examination may show them 
to be insolvent. The bill as originally drawn compelled these companies, 
when it was demontrated that they were insolvent, to make good the deficit 
fownd to exist in a given time, and failing to comply with the order they were 
to be declared insolvent, and proceedings were at once to be commenced 
against such defaulting company, but the purposes of the bill have been so 
much changed by the Senate amendments that in its present shape it will not 
be endorsed by the Insurance Department. ALCROFT.

PHILADELPHIA. 
[From OuR OwN CORRESPONDENT. ] 

There is a very strong movement on foot to secure concerted action of com- 
panies doing business in Philadelphia, with a view of establishing rates on 
suburban property inthe vicinity. The matter has been in the hands of a 
committee whose names are given below, and who were appointed by the 
Corporate Underwriters of Philadelphia (composed of officers of stock fire 
insurance companies of Philadelphia). The committee have spent some time 
over the matter, and have submitted the report given below, which will be 
presented to the Home Office of every company represented in Philadelphia. 
In case the matter is approved by ninety-five per cent of the companies the 
rates will go into effect with due notice. Should it prove a success it will 
undoubtedly bring about the rating of the many dwellings and stores and 
dwellings in the city which are not now rated, and are being written at very 
low rates, owing to the general rush to get that class of business. The fel- 
lowing is the report of the committee, dated March 25, 1893: 


‘The undersigned committee, represeating Philadelphia and agency com- 
panies, ask your careful consideration of the following : 

It must be evident to every underwriter that rates upon suburban dwell- 
ings have reached a point where ali expectation of profit, or even of 
meeting expenses, must be abandoned. Why this is so is probably useless to 
inquire. Certainly the insurers themselves have not brought about such a 
condition, as they cannot understand why first-class companies write this busi- 
ness at such low rates. The question for consideration is, how can it be 
remedied? Can an agreement be had, under which rates, fair to the insuring 
public and to our stockholders, may be maintained? That the evil should be 
corrected will not be gainsaid. No one can justify issuing insurance policies 
away below cost. 

This committee was instructed to present to the companies for their action 
a few simple propositions which are not intended to cover the whole ground, 
but on which we may build in our common interest and greatly to our bene- 
fit, and we are thus charged to ascertain just how many companies will agree 
upon this basis. 

Territory, Class and Rates.—tst. That in the territory adjacent to Phila- 
delphia (in Delaware, Chester, Montgomery, and Bucks County), not 
governed by local boards, or under the rules of the middle department 
(which latter has adopted rates for farm property) the following minimum 
rates shall be adopted: (a) Dwellings, of either brick, stone or frame, de- 
tached, not less than twenty-five feet from similar risks, one year, twenty-five 
cents; three years sixty-two and one-half cents; five years, one dollar. 
(That is, for term policies and seventy-five per cent of the annual rate for 
each year after the first). (b) Private stables in connection with such dwell- 
ings, fifty per cent additional to dwelling rates under clause a. (c) The 
perpetual writing companies te agree not to write the dwellings above 
covered at less than four per cent, or stables at less than six per cent per- 
petual. (Such an agreement has been filed with the secretary.) 

Commission.—2d, Commissions on the above annual and term business not 
to exceed twenty per cent to agents, and brokerage (to be paid out of such 
commission) fifteen per cent. Commissions on perpetual business not to ex- 
ceed ten per cent. We ask companies to vote on above propositions and to 
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send their replies to Rs B. Beath, 41g Walnut street, Philadelphia, as soon 
after receipt as possible. It is understood that no agreement will be binding 
until at least ninety-five per cent of the companies represented in Philadel- 
phia shall sign, nor then, if the five per cent contingent is composed of large 
and aggressive companies. If it should be deemed advisable, a meeting of 
representatives or agents will be called to decide upon the time and mode of 
such agreement being put into operation.

Both of the gentlemen are very popular here, Charles 
Platt, Jr., controlling one of the largest fire insurance agencies and probably 
the largest patronage from fire insurance brokers in this city. John G. 
Hooven, although comparatively a young man, has spent many years in the 
accident and liability insurance business, having been manager of the Em- 
ployers Liability of London and subsequently holding the same position with 
the Travelers, and he to-day is considered an authority on all matters in 
connection with liability-indemnity insurance. Quite a strong team the 
London has secured, and one that will make the other fellows hustle to keep 
their end up in this vicinity. 

The annual meeting of the executive committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters will be held on the 5th and 6th inst. in this city, 
and on the evening of the 5th the visiting delegates will be tendered a banquet 
by the members of the Association of Life Underwriters of Philadelphia at 
the Continental Hotel.

TEXAS. 
[From AN OccASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. | 
House bill No. 295, as reported by Senate committee, reads as follows, or 
so much thereof as relates to insurance companies : 


That every life, fire, marine, accident or other insurance company at the 
time of its filing its annual statement, shall report to the Commissioner of 
Insurance the gross amount of premiums received inthis State during the 
preceding year, and each life insurance company and life and accident insur- 
ance company shall pay an annual tax of two per cent on such gross premium 
receipts, and each fire, marine, health, live stock, guarantee or accident 
Insurance company shall pay an annual tax of one percent on such gross 
premium receipts. And the gross premium receipts are understood to be the 
premium receipts reported to the Commissioner of Insurance by the insurance 
companies on sworn statements. Upon receipt by him of statements 
showing the gross premium receipts by such companies, the Commissioner of 
Insurance shall certify to the State Treasurer the amount of taxes due by each 
company, which taxes shall be paid to the State Treasurer for the use of the 
State on or before the first day of March follewing, whose receipt shall be 
evidence of the payment of such taxes; and no insurance cempany shall 
receive a permit to do business in this State until such taxes are paid, provided 
that every insurance company which shall by sworn statement and by such 
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other evidence as the Commissioner of Insurance may deem necessary to prove 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Insurance that such company has 
invested in real estate, buildings or other property of a permanent character 
in the State, an amount equal to one-half of the gross premium receipts of 
such company, on business done in this State, or has loaned to citizens of this 
State a sum equal to the whole of such premium receipts, shall be required to 
pay only one-half of such tax; provided, that no occupation tax shall be 
levied on insurance companies by any county, city or town, but this act shall 
not be construed to prohibit the levy of State, county and municipal taxes 
upon the real and personal property of such companies. 

That each and every private domestic corporation heretofore chartered, or 
that may be hereafter chartered under the laws of this State, and each and 
every foreign corporation that has received or may hereafter receive a permit 
te do business under the laws of this State, in this State, shall pay to the 
Secretary of State annually, on or before the first day of May, a franchise tax 
of $10. Any such corporation which shall fail to pay the tax provided for in 
this section shall, because of such failure, forfeit their charter. 

The tax imposed by this bill will likely be reduced before it becomes a law.

CHICAGO NOTES. 
[From OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 

At the regular monthly meeting and banquet of the Chicago Life Under- 
writers Association, held on Friday last at the Union League Club, the local 
insurance press representatives were the special guests of the occasion. After 
partaking of a substantial repast, Ben Williams, chairman of the executive 
committee, in response to a call, spoke of the work and purposes of the re- 
cently incorporated life insurance club, the object of which is to provide a 
headquarters for the reception of life insurance men who will visit Chicago 
during the World’s Fair season. ‘* We have,” said Mr. Williams, “* secured 
as club rooms the entire north front of the ‘Masonic Temple.’ The quarters 
will have a gentlemen's parlor, ladies’ reception reom, office, banquet hall and 
restaurant, where meals will be served at reasonable rates. At the office will 
be kept on file a list of places where rooming accomodations can be secured.” 
To meet the expense of the scheme the companies were solicited for subscrip- 
tions, a committee, consisting of Ben Williams, Chas. H. Ferguson, W. N. 
Sattley and C. A. Weidenfeller, going East for the purpose. The companies 
generally responded liberally, and as a result about $20,000 has been secured. 
Mr. Williams was followed with short speeches by T. A. Bowles of Minne- 
apolis, C. A. Hewitt and G. L. McKean. 

Insurance Commissioner Gore has refused the Security Mutual Life of Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., and the Des Moines Life Association of Des Moines, Ia., ad- 
mission to the State on account of their issuing cash surrender certificates. 

On the first of May the offices of the London Guarantee and Accident Com- 
pany will be removed to the Manhattan building, Dearborn street, where 
Manager Edwards has secured commodious quarters. G. D. Gilbert, Western 
manager of the Employers Liability corps will also shortly remove to the same 
building. The ‘‘ Manhattan” is rapidly becoming the home of the general, 
as ‘‘ The Temple” now is of the local agencies. 

The following statistics of longevity taken from the report of the county 
clerk of Cook county, will prove interesting: During the year 1892, in a 
total of 26,808 deaths in Chicago, seven were over 100 years old, eight over 99, 
ten over 98, fifteen over 97, eighteen over 96, twenty-five over 95, thirty-two 
over 94, thirty-four over 93, forty-three over 92, forty-nine over gI and sixty- 
nine over go. 

Change of venue from Oshkosh to Wausau, Wis., has been taken in the 
case of the three conspirators under arrest for attempt to swindle insurance 
companies. 

Charles A. Dean, general manager at this city for the surety department of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Trust Company, has resigned his position to 
engage in mercantile business. 

B. L. Bryant & Co., alias ‘* Zack”’ Cleveland, known as the prince of 
underground brokers of this city, has Arab like, ‘‘ folded his tent and silently 
stolen away, leaving a number of anxious creditors to mourn his departure. 
Mr. Cleveland is supposed to be traveling in the South. 

J. B. Roddick, at one time with the Inspection and Map Company, has 
been appointed agent at Chicago for the Fidelity Fire and Marine of 
Cincinnati.

MAINE. 


[From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The legislature, which adjourned March 29, passed the following bills re- 
lating to insurance : 

An act relating to the admission of the United States branches of insurance 
companies of foreign countries. 

An act providing that ‘‘ No conditions, stipulations or agreements shall 
deprive the courts of this State of jurisdiction of action against foreign acci- 
dent or casualty insurance companies or associations, nor limit the time for 
commencing actions against such companies or associations to a period of 
less than two years from the time when the cause of action accrues.” 

An act amending the law relating to fraternal beneficiary organizations, 
which provides that the certificates may be made ‘ payable to the assured in 
whole or in part upon his or her total disability, or in yearly instalments 
upon reaching the age of seventy years,” and that these organizations may 
employ paid agents in soliciting business by complying with the provisions of 
law relating to the appointment of agents 

An act relating to the deposit of foreign surety companies, which also pro- 
vides for the admission of credit insurance and title insurance companies. 

An act repealing the law under which the Iron Hall and certain other en- 
dowment orders were allowed to continue business. 

An act relating to assessment insurance companies organized under the 
laws of Maine. 

An act to prevent accident companies from limiting the time within which 
notice of accident or injury or death shall be given to said companies to a 
period of less than sixty days. 

An act relating to fire insurance contracts, which reads as follows: ‘* Chap- 
ter 49 uf the revised statutes is hereby amended by adding thereto the 
following : ‘All contracts of fire insurance written upon property in this State 
shall cover the actual loss or damage not exceeding the amount insured, 
except in such cases where it shall be otherwise agreed in writing and signed 
by the assured. Coinsurance contracts shall state the value of property 
insured.’” 

Also an act relating to fire insurance companies, and which reads: ‘‘ Should 
any insurance company, not organized under the laws of Maine, but deing an 
insurance business within this State, or their representatives residing out of 
the State, make an application to remove any suit or action to which it is a 
party, heretofore or hereafter commenced in any court of this State, to the 
United States District or Circuit Court, or shall enter into any compact or 
combination with other insurance companies or agents for the purpose of 
governing or controlling the rates charged for fire insurance on any property 
within this State, the Insurance Commissioner shall forthwith revoke the 
license or authority of said company to transact business, and no renewal of 
said license or authority shall be granted for the period of three years from 
the date of such revocation. Approved March 28.” R, O. W.

Last year the gain in premium income 
from industrial policies was about $900,000. In the ordinary branch the gain 
in income was considerably over $1,000,000. This company is issuing over 
1200 ordinary policies per week.

If an industrial company starting in at this late day for 
business is anxious to succeed, it is necessary to have plenty of money, good 
help in office and field and also the hearty practical support of the directors, 
The best field for a new company to operate in is the city where it was incor- 
porated, and if good use be made of the legitimate opportunities to develop 
their business a solid debit can be built up there. New companies will do 
well to temper zeal with discretion, and instead of spending money in experi- 
ments with ; oor men, pay a fair price for the services of efficient workers and 
give them one or more extra liberal policies to canvass on,

Captain Henry left New York on December 18, 1892, 
for Brazil, where it was thought H. A. Botsford of Philadelphia had fled 
after embezzling the funds of Gray, Jenks & Co, After a journey of 2000 
miles to the interior of Brazil the search was rewarded by the capture of 
Botsford. Captain Henry incidentally picked up another man who had 
brought loss upon the American Surety, viz., A. A. Cadwallader of West 
Superior, Wis. He met him on the steamer while in pursuit of Botsford, 
and after communicating with the home office, took him into custody, Ar- 
rangements had previously been made by the American minister for the 
extradition of the criminals. The certainty with which punishment follows 
the crime of these who are bonded by the American Surety Company should 
prove a powerful deterrent to those having vicious tendencies.

The Mutual and the Northwestern 
compromised the claim for $2000 and $rooo respectively, while the others 
refused to pay. The arrest of Thrun has proved the wisdom of their course, 
and the AEtna Life with the two accident companies deserve all commenda- 
tion for the way in which they have preserved the interests of their policy- 
holders by unearthing this fraud.
